These items are the latest additions to a lengthy list that is posted on 
Compuserve in HAMNET LIBRARY 10 under the file name RADIOS.TXT. 


Number 19 Mark II tank transciever. 1943 contract date. Made for lend-lease 
to the Russians during the war, this radio has both Russian and English 
markings. It covers 2.0 to 8.0 mhz for liason back to command and one 
channel of 235mhz for tank platoon communications. This one appears to be 
brand new and includes the power supply (with dogbone connection to radio), 
protective cage bars across the front, mount, and KEY! (with canvas straps 
for convenient leg-mounting). $239 

WRL Galaxy 300 SSB Transciever. Made back when transievers had STYLE, this 
radio is a gorgeous combination of gold painted cabinets, black trim and 
anodized gold front panel with black knobs with gold inserts. The radio 
covers 80/75-40-20 meters and delivers 300 watts PEP output from a set of 
6HF5 sweep tube finals. This one comes with the scarce matching PSA-300 
station console that includes the power supply, mechanical digital clock 
and speaker in one cabinet color and size-mtached to the transciever. 

Made in 1963, this one is in excellent looking condition and very good 
operating condition. With original manual. $175 

Kenwood 599D transmitter/receiver pair. This is the famous set of Japanese 
"twins" that launched Kenwood into the U.S. market. These are the later model 
"D" version in the classy deep bronze color scheme. The pair covers 80 - 

10 meters, less the WARC bands. The receiver will take add-on 6 meter and 

2 meter converters if desired. Cabled together, they act as a transciever 
with dual VFOs since you can switch back and forth between the TX and RX 
VFO. The finals are 6146s and this is the design that Kenwood later 
collapsed into the TS-520 and 820 transciever line. When they did that, they 
cut short the excellent receiver that is in the R599D--this receiver is 

HOT with excellent sensitivity and selectivity--much better than the one in 
the 520/820 rigs. These are in excellent to near-mint condition with all 
cables and original manuals. $299 without the receiver converters. $339 

with the 2 meter receive converter (not installed). 

Military Korean-war vintage RT-70/AM-65 FM transciever covering 48-57mhz. 
These are common surplus jeep radios and Fair Radio may still have some. BUT 
what Fair doesn't have, and what NOBODY has is the DOGBONE CABLE that runs 
between the RT-70 and AM-65.

Note: FAR = Foundation for Amateur Radio. This is a federation of 
about 50 clubs in the region. I think most of the proceeds of the 
'fest go to FAR scholarship funds (but someone may correct me on that). 


Main impression: It is big. I like to spend a couple of hours at a 
hamfest looking things over, then go back and make the deals. 

At this 'fest it took 3 hours just to go through the tailgate 

area out in the fields, then another hour or so in the area 

beside the buildings, with a few minutes in the buildings 

(not much interesting there). 


I don't usually keep much of a list of items offered for sale. 

Here are a couple that do come to mind: 

Drake R4A/T4X/MS-4 "works" $100. Didn't see it. It was advertized on 
a "wearing it on his back" sign. Having recently bought a Drake 


"B" line as well as a TR-5, I decided to pass it up. 


Hammarlund HQ-180 $100. I was surprised this didn't go quickly, 
but it was kind of dirty looking inside and in a ugly non-Hammarlund box. 


An R-390 for $50, no covers. It was being carried away just as 
I walked up.

I recommend one of these to everyone who plays with old radios. 


0-400 V dc regulated, up to 100 mA (125 mA intermittent) 

@-100 V dc regulated, up to 1 mA (used by TV repairpeople to test bias in 
old TVs) 

6.3 V ac at 4 amps. 


Nice little gray cabinet with volt and mA meters for the HV. Five-way 
binding posts for connections, fused (in cabinet, at least), two-wire line 
cord (uh-oh, Jim, gotta replace that!!!). 


The ham I bought it from didn't think it had much utility these days. He 
didn't build toob regens and QRP rigs, obviously! 


Be on the lookout for one of these, but try to check it out, first. It uses 
unusual tubes in the regulator (dunno the number offhand) that are somewhat 
hard to find. Sorry, I don't have a schematic (can anyone help?).

I have seen a several copies of a power supply by B&K for sale 

at the last couple of hamfests. It has a nice compact box with binding 
posts, meters and voltage adjustments on the front. It is all 
solid-state regulation, but it has the right voltages for tubes. 


It has 6.3 and 12.6 for filament plus adjustable C and B supplies. 
(It's not here at the office, I don't remember the exact values, 
but it's about right for receiver work). 


I bought one for $20 about a month ago. When I got it home I 

took the cover off to get a look inside (generally a good idea 

with any purchase). Basically, it looks like it has good components 

and good construction. But the wiring: Whatta mess! The point-to-point 
wiring from front panel to circuit board looks like someone's first kit. 
I may redo it before I even dare plug it in.

Subject: Help needed with HQ-110 


Hello All, 


Went to the FARfest in Gaithersburg yesterday and saw lots of interesting 
things, and a fair number of BA's for an event this size. After trying 

to decide how to spend my limited resources, I decided to pick up the 
HQ-110 that was sitting unsold all morning. The sign said inoperative and 
the seller cut the price on it when I expressed interest. He didn't 

know what was wrong with it, so I decided to take a chance since I already 
had the manual. 


What I found were some poorly executed "repairs". There were some black 
patches on the underside of the chassis. I finally discovered the source: 
fried heater wiring. The wire was replaced, but the radio still didn't work. 
I could go on with the play-by-play action, but the bottom line is that 

I spent several hours poking around and found more problems. 


At this point, the last IF stage through audio output work OK. In SSB/CW or 
calibrate modes, I can inject ~455KHz into the grid of the last IF stage 
and hear a tone, so the BFO is functional as well. The 6BA6 stage that 
preceeds it is weak. There is actually signal loss in this stage. I gave 


up working from back to front and decided to reverse directions with the 
intent on meeting somewhere in the middle of the signal path. 


I found a smoked IF transformer, T2, which is right after the first 
converter stage. This is the second IF can in a Hammarlund receiver that 
I've seen with problems. In these cans, there is a mica film capacitor 
sandwiched between two halves of the plastic base. The two halves are held 
together by metal clips. A breakdown occurs in these caps whereby arcing 
begins between the high voltage plate side side and the (grounded) grid 
circuit. The last time this happened was on a humid summer day on my HQ-170. 
My solution for the '170 problem was to yank the mica cap out (really a 
"surface mount" affair) and replace it with ceramic trimmers on the outside. 


Unfortunately, this beastie's base is really messed up. So bad that it is 
unserviceable. Does anyone have a spare that they're willing to part with? 
I could probably get by with something with a similar base, transplating 
the coil. 


Also, in checking out the various signal paths, I noticed significant 
discrepancies between the manual and the receiver. The T1-T2 area is noticably 
different from the schematic. So part 2 of this request is to obtain a 

copy of a later version schematic. My copy of the manual has no copyright 
date, unfortunately. The serial # of the receiver is in the low 7200's. 


An obvious difference is the location of the antenna trimmer cap. In the 
manual, it's right next to the input coils. A shaft extends from the front 
panel to the rear, with a pulley located about in the middle. A dial cord 
ties into the trimmer cap pulley. In my particular model, the cap is mounted 
on the front panel with a length of coax to the switch deck. It doesn't 
apppear to be a modification. 


Any help with this puppy would be appreciated.
